Rey. G. B. Cameron Elected Agency Secretary for the Philippines 


HE secretaryship of the Philippine Is- 

lands Agency, made vacant by the 
blection of the Rev. J. L. McLaughlin as 
‘Assistant Secretary, has been filled by the 
appointment of the Rev. G. B. Cameron, 
wvho sails for his new field on June 3d. 

Mr. Cameron comes to this work direct 
trom his studies in the Princeton Theological 
Seminary, from which he was graduated in 
WMay of the present year. 
HHe comes also with a 
wwider and more varied 
experience than most 
pyoung men graduating 
from a seminary. 

Mr. Cameron is a na- 
itive of Pennsylvania. 
He was thrown upon his 
own resources in early 
life through the death 
of his father; so that his 
high school, college, and 
seminary work were pre- 
ceded by years of ex- 
perience in various 
forms of railroad and 
telegraph service. 

Just before the out- 
break of the World War, 
Mr. Cameron spent a 
year as a home mission- 
ary in the prairie coun- 
try of western Canada.

hile in training, he never reached the firing 
Wine “over there,” but returned to his studies. 
While in the Theological Seminary, Mr. 
Cameron has specialized in the department 
f Semitics under Dr. Wilson, taking under 
im the course in Old Testament textual 
iticism—a study which will be invaluable 
in assisting in the revision work which must 
oon be undertaken in the Philippine Islands. 
n addition to the courses in Hebrew, Mr. 
ameron has completed the requirements in 
Greek grammar and exegesis, giving him a

thorough grounding in the use of the original 
languages of the New as well as that of the 
Old Testament. 

In his second and third years he served as 
private secretary to Dr. Oswald T. Allis, the 
editor of the Princeton Theological Review and 
a member of our Committee on Versions. It 
is said that the work of an editor is a liberal 
education in itself, and certainly the privilege 
of working with such a 
scholarly editor asgDr. 
Allis has shown himself 
to be, could not but 
prove vastly beneficial 
from every standpoint. 

Mrs. Cameron  re- 
ceived her education 1m 
the Manitoba _ schools. 
and in the Winnipeg: 
Normal Training School, 
after which she served 
for a year as a rural 
school teacher and for 
four years in the Winni- 
peg city schools. She 
was a member of the 
Winnipeg Women Vol- 
unteer Reserves during 
the war, learning the 
drill as a regular mem- 
ber of the militia. Mrs. 
Cameron is a specialist 
in backward pupils, 
being pronounced es-

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The Bible House at Cristobal

oe ET me live in a house by the side of 

the road and be a friend to man.” 
The Maryland Bible Society, the donors of 
the beautiful Bible House, put the meaning 
of these lines into a living monument when 
they erected it at such a strategic center as 
Cristobal on the Atlantic side of the Panama 
Canal. 

Truly, this House stands by the side of the 
crossroads of the New World. A better loca- 
tion could not have been selected from which 
to serve the Central American republics and 
the countries on the north and west coasts 
of South America. The principal ports of 
those countries are reached almost weekly by 
first-class steamship lines going out from 
Cristobal. The Bible House, surrounded by 
the stately palm trees, stands like a queen 
among the neighboring buildings. A stone’s 
throw away is the narrow gateway that leads 
to the docks and wharves which now give 
perching place for the steam flocks that are 
homing to the Atlantic coasts of America and 
Europe, or are waiting for the early morning 
passage through the great cut to the Pacific. 
Within the distance of an ordinary city block 
is the post office, the government restaurant 
and club house, the All-America cable office, 
the principal steamship line offices, and the 
Army and Navy Y. M. C. A., whose head- 
quarters are in the remodeled DeLesseps 
building of the ill-fated Canal bubble fame 
of thirty years ago. 

Its three stories are crowned with a small 
roof garden, which not only offers a quiet 
place for rest and conferences, but also gives 
a commanding view of all points of interest 
for miles around. Before you is the harbor 
of Colon formed by artificial breakwaters, 
and on one side Fort Sherman and on the 
other Fort Randolph and close by the 
submarine base and naval and army air 
stations—the protectors of the Atlantic side 
of the Canal. Just beyond is the million- 
dollar cold storage plant and the largest coal- 
ing station in the world. Two blocks away 
is the Panama Railroad Line, which divides 
Cristobal from Colon—the latter town having 
been transformed from a mudhole and a 
yellow fever hotbed to a clean and respectable 
town. Joining Colon is the beginning of New 
Cristobal, the foundation of which had to 
be formed by moving a hill several miles 
away in order to fill in a part of the bay and 
marshy lowlands. Wonderful! wonderful! 
one cannot help but repeat; and, although one 
perspires freely in this tropical heat, he is in 


one of the healthiest spots in the world— 
and to many this is second to the marvel-§ 
ous feat that opened the big ditch across the § 
Isthmus. 

The Bible House has ample room for offices 
and book depositories to attend to the Bible 
distribution needs of the nearby republics. 
There are living quarters for three families, § 
and, besides, rooms adequately furnished to 
provide a quiet and homelike resting place 
for missionaries in their stop-over wait for 
passage to and from the States to the Latin- 
American countries. During the last year, 
127 religious and educational workers, in- 
cluding 27 children, took advantage of the 
Bible House rooms. 

During the year the counter sales at the 
Bible House totaled 808 Bibles, 414 Testa- 
ments, and 1,727 portions. Each year the 
Panama Canal becomes of greater commercial 
importance. During the year of 1920, 2,814 
commercial ships passed through the Canal, 
exceeding the number of 1919 by 31.9 per 
cent. Here is an opportunity and open door 
for service for the American Bible Society 
in its colportage work among the ships that 
represent the principal nations of the world. 
Almost every day, Mr. Jules Dufey, who 
speaks English and Spanish and French, can 
be seen with the Ford car upon whose sides 
is printed the name of the American Bible 
Society, at the piers, visiting among the crews 
of the various ships. Many Bibles and Testa- 
ments and Gospels are sold during the year, 
principally in the English, Spanish, French, 
Italian, Dutch, Chinese, and Japanese lan- 
guages. 

Visitors are surprised as they pass by the 
Bible House, and they marvel and wonder | 
why it should not be the headquarters of some 
commercial enterprise. But here, by the 
roadside of one of the most marvelous en- 
gineering feats of the world, stands another 
monument whose purpose is to propagate the 
message of One who never knew defeat, and | 
remind this growing commercial center of the | 
world and preach to the great neglected con- 
tinents to the north and south, that ‘Man 
lives not by bread alone, but by every word 
that proceedeth out of the mouth of God.” —

HIS steamship, the “‘Saturnia,”’ arrived 

in New York harbor in January, bring- 

ing immigrants speaking seventeen different 

languages. The American Bible Society was 

able to furnish Scriptures in every one of 

these languages to local Bible Society workers 

meeting these newcomers to our shores. Only 

a great, nation-wide, interdenominational So- 
ciety could render such a ministry. 

Perhaps there was another Jacob Riis on 
this ship or an Edward Steiner or an Andrew 
Carnegie, an Ambassador Morgenthau or a 
Louis Agassiz; the forbears of a Walter 
Rauschenbusch, or of a Theodore Roosevelt: 
Who knows? Only this we know, that it is of 
such stuff that America—the America of the fu- 
ture—is being fashioned. With all reverence 
we look into faces like these: ’tis a religious 
procession, so full of meaning to our land. 

From the ends of the earth they come. 
“The far-flung clarion call of American liberty 

_and her promise of equal opportunity are the

- From lands where the Bible is not an open 
book they come—so many of them—to a land 
whose foundation stone is the Open Bible.

One of the great missions of the American 
Bible Society is to make it possible for every 
man who comes to our shores to have the 
Scriptures in his own tongue. It is not safe 
to wait until he has learned the English 
language; he needs the spiritual language of 
democracy as quickly as possible. 

In the territory of our Northwestern Agency 
alone the Annual Report shows that Scriptures 
in 61 languages and dialects were used; in the 
Pacific Agency 62 were needed: Albanian, 
Amharic, Bicol, Croatian, Esthonian, Finnish, 
Icelandic, Ibanaz, Karaso, Lettish, Muskogee, 
Oranberg, Panayan, Panjabi, Servian, Sindhi, 
Syriac, Tagalog, Tunisian, Urdu, Zulu: these 
are a few of the less familiar tongues. Be- 
sides these, the great demands for English, 
Dutch, French, German, Greek, Norwegian, 
Slovak, Spanish, and the other well-known 
languages among us brought the demands up 
to very high totals in volumes needed to meet 
the opportunities. 

The American Bible Society is an agent for 
meeting one of the primary needs of our in- 
coming millions.

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How May One’s Gift Be an Investment?

HERE came into my hands, a few days 

ago, an attractive circular with the 
arresting caption ‘Purchasing an Income.”’ 
I was naturally tempted to read it, and 
there I found. set forth the values and 
advantages of good investments, and an 
offer to help,in selecting bonds bearing good 
interests with the requisites of safety and 
security. 

I was impressed immediately with the 
similarity of this proposition of purchasing 
an income, with the annuity plan of the 
American Bible Society. It is just that that 
our annuity bonds provide, and with it a 
safety, regularity and certainty second to no 
proposition which the money market has to 
offer. And, besides, it has a motive which 
the commercial investment has not—a defi- 
nite provision for the promotion of the king- 
dom of God in the world. 

The ordinary investment is made “‘to keep 
the wheels of industry turning,’ and to pro- 
vide its six or more per cent. to the investor. 
The annuity bond of the American Bible 
Society turns the wheels of an essential enter- 
prise in Kingdom progress, and provides as 
generous an income as the average commercial 
investment—often a more generous one. 

One’s gift becomes an investment with a 
life income return. 

How does it work? Well, suppose you 
have $1,000 which you want to invest—or 
$100 for that matter. You are 65 years of 
age. You purchase an annuity bond, and 
the American Bible Society, according to its 
rates for your age, agrees to pay you during 
your lifetime 6.5%. The Society’s policy is 
to hold your gift and invest it as long as you 
live, and in that way cover as far as possible 
the annuity it pays you. At your death that 
money is released and goes into the work for 
which the Society was founded—namely, the 
circulation of the Holy Scriptures in all the 
world. 

This money is used in translating the Word 
into the languages and dialects of the peoples 
of the world. 

It will aid in the publication of the books 
in editions suitable to the needs of the people 
and at a price which all can afford to pay. 
It will provide books without money and 
without price for those who are unable to 
pay, but who desire to read the Christian 
Scriptures. 
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Is $1,000 the only denomination of bond 

that is sold? No, indeed! The Society is- 
sues bonds in any amount from $100 upward. 
Many bonds are written for $1,000, some for 
$5,000, and others for larger amounts, going 
as high as $100,000. 
Many are also written for $100, $200, and 
$500. The elasticity in the amount of the 
bond is one of its appealing features. It is 
possible for persons of limited means to buy a 
$100 bond each year until they have $1,000 
or more thus invested. 

While annuity bonds are usually paid for 
in cash, the Society will accept mortgages and 
other good securities under satisfactory con- 
ditions. 

Liberty bonds are accepted without ques- 
tion at par value in exchange for annuity 
bonds. These bonds will thus become avail- 
able for giving the liberty of the gospel of 
Christ to the millions throughout the world, 
who are in spiritual bondage. Or, as we 
have sometimes put it, ‘Liberty bonds be- 
come bonds of liberty.” ; 

With $100 or $500 or $5,000 you may pur- 
chase a life income and a sharein anenter- 
prise which, with your gift, literally ‘girdles 
the globe with the gospel.’’ Can you imagine 
a proposition which should find a quicker 
response from Christian people? Is there 
any place where you can invest your money 
with a greater return of personal satisfaction 
and, at the same time, secure a fairer and 
safer income?

E wonder how many of the thousands 

of Bible Society members knew that 

General Lafayette was a Life Director of the 
American Bible Society. 

Not many, we venture to say. 

While it is a matter of history in the 
records of the Bible Society, we are indebted 
to Mr. Stuyvesant Fish, of New York, for 
calling the fact to our attention afresh, at 
the time of M. Viviani’s recent visit to this 
country. 

After General Lafayette’s return to New 
York from his trip up and down the North 
River in September, 1825, he received the 
following address, enclosing $150, which had 
been raised by a liberal contribution amongst 
the children of Catskill, after he left that 
village: 

“The Children of the village of Catskill to 
General Lafayette. 

“While the most distinguished civil honors 
of our country have justly been paid to the 
friend of Washington, and the champion of 
liberty, we ardently pray that our moral 
and religious privileges may be continued, 
promoted, and appreciated; and as we are 
aware that the enlightening, civilizing, and 
ameliorating influences of the Bible are the 
strongest and most efficient means of main- 
taining the glorious advantages we enjoy: 


we, the children of the village of Catskill, ° 


solicit General Lafayette to permit us to 
constitute him a Life Director of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society; presuming that you, Sir, 
will duly appreciate the métives which have 
induced us to adopt this expression of our 
gratitude for services too essential to Ameri- 
can freedom ever to be forgotten.” 

It is recorded that ‘‘The General was 
much pleased with the attention, and re- 
turned his kind acknowledgments for the 
honor done him.” 

In view of this circumstance it seemed very 
appropriate for the Society to present to 
M. Viviani a copy of the Bible ‘in memory 
of the Marquis de Lafayette’ and as a 
token of affection for the French people. 

Accordingly, on the last day of his visit 
to this country, M. Viviani received the 
General Secretaries of the Society at his 
apartments in the Vanderbilt Hotel, and re- 
ceived from them a copy of the English Bible 
specially bound in blue Levant and presented, 
according to the inscription, ‘‘ with assurances 
of profound respect and grateful affection for 
the French people.” 

The response of M. Viviani to this presenta- 
tion was most sincere and appreciative. It 
is believed that such incidents as this are 
calculated to strengthen the spiritual ties that 
bind the foremost republics of the Old and 
New World. 


The Bible in Japan 


ANZO UCHIMURA may mean little or 

nothing to an American. In Japan, 
however, Kanzo Uchimura is a well-known 
independent Christian preacher—‘‘independ- 
ent’’ in that he is not connected with any 
missionary organization, nor even with a 
church. 

In a recent issue of America-Japan, Mr. 
Uchimura has a most interesting article-on 
“Christianity and Japanese Culture.” We 
would like to give a full review of the article, 
but must content ourselves with quoting a 
section which refers to Bible work in the 
empire: 

“Now I wish to speak a little on evangelis- 
tic work. The propagation of Christianity 
in Japan is now-making little progress. All 
the churches are extremely depressed and are 
making strenuous efforts toward a revival. 
In this respect it is a period of decay for 
Japanese Christianity. But this fact does 
not prove the absence of a demand for Chris- 
tianity among the Japanese. That there is 


such a demand can be seen from the work of 
the Bible Society. It may be a surprise to 
the public to know that, among the hundreds 
of publications in Japan, the best selling is 
the Bible. No matter how many copies the 
Society may print, they cannot meet the 
demand. If you doubt this, please call at 
the Japan Branch of the American Bible 
Society. There it will be proved to you that 
they cannot print as many copies as are de- 
manded. ‘ 

“There is no better selling book in Japan. — 
The demand is not only by the believers, 
whose number is not quite 200,000, but by 
all the people of Japan. In other words, 
there are a very large number of Japanese 
outside the church who demand Christianity. 

“My own non-church evangelical work is — 
very promising, welcomed everywhere. With — 
a very little advertising, it is easy to get an 
audience of hundreds or a thousand. Preach- 
ing which conveys European thoughts under 
the name of “Christianity” is not welcomed, 


| 
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but the preaching of the real Christianity of 
the Bible, whoever the preacher may be, is 
very earnestly listened to. Since the year 
‘before last, I have been preaching in the 
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center of Tokyo, leaving my suburban se- 
clusion, and I have never found my audience 
too small. I think this state of things will 
continue.”

Refining Human Ore

HE hunters, trappers, and .voyageurs 
who traversed the wilds of northern 
Minnesota and Wisconsin spoke of the region 
as a wilderness, and thought of it as valuable 
only for its game, furs, and timber. Had the 
whole region been offered to them, they 
would not have taken it as a gift. They did 
not know that they were tramping over hidden 
stores of wealth beyond the dreams of avarice. 
The outcroppings of red and yellow earth gave 
no hint to them—it was ‘“‘just dirt.” 

Later wiser men came, by whom the se- 
crets of the colored earths were .read as 
though printedina book. ‘‘Locations’’ were 
filed, shafts wére sunk, the surface dirt 
thrown back, and great deposits of copper 
and literally mountains of iron ore were un- 
covered. 

Monster 320-ton steam shovels gnawed out 
huge pits and bit away these mountains, and 
cars carried the ore away to reduction plants 
and smelters. Here, in the jaws of giant 
machines, the rock is crushed,.and in fur- 
naces raised to white heat the dross is burned 
away; and, after undergoing various pro- 
cesses of refinement, the ‘“‘dirt’’ of the hunter 
and the voyageur becomes the copper and 
steel of art and commerce. 

“Locations”? now become towns, and the 
wilderness becomes ‘‘The Range,’ dotted 
thickly with populous cities. 

It is said that 93 per cent. of the people 
living along the Range are of foreign birth 
or are the children of foreign-born parents. 

Here history is in danger of repeating itself. 
Just as the early settlers thought of priceless 
ore as valueless dirt, so many people to-day 
see no human nor spiritual values in these 
alien peoples. They are only ‘‘The scum of 


entertainment or teaching;

the earth’’—‘‘ Yaps’’—‘‘ Polaks’’—“‘ Hunkies "4 


—‘‘Dagoes.” They are “dirt,” not “‘ore.” 

But wiser men than these there are who 
recognize human and spiritual possibilities, 
and who by faith vision this heterogeneous 
mass refined and transformed into educated, 
prosperous, useful, and Christian citizens. 

In the giant jaws of the American public 
schools; by the white heat of Christian love, 
through the ministry of the Christian church; 
in lessons learned in Sunday school; under 
the faithful visitations of missionaries; through 
the tender ministries of nurses; in Ameri- 
canization meetings, and night schools; by 
financial aid in trouble; by wise counsels and 
good example; and by the refining power of 
the Word of God in all the tongues spoken 
by them, these alien elements are refined 
and transformed into the highest type of 
American citizenship. 

In this converting process, the Bible has a 
fundamental and vital part. The Rev. W. 
J. Bell, ““The Range Pastor” of the Presby- — 
terian church, than whom there is no wiser 
worker or better authority, has found that 
the first approach and point of contact with 
foreign-speaking peoples is generally some. 
part of the Holy Scriptures, left in the home, 
or given to individuals in their mother tongue. — 
The next step is the gathering of children for 
and when the 
children. are won the parents soon follow. 
In an incredibly short time the babies, like © 
those in the picture of ‘An Italian Family,” 
become the sweet children who are waiting for 
Miss Murray “‘the Missionary” at Keewatin;

like the one shown clustered about Mr. 
Santella, the Italian pastor at Kitzville.

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The Word of God at the Circus 


HE big circus has been showing at 

Madison Square Garden for several 
weeks to tremendous crowds of people, and 
they have had the Bible in their midst. 
Day after day a colporteur of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, Robert Rein, sky pilot 
of the show people, has taken the Book to 
these troopers of the tent, who are often 
seen by him sitting on the ground perusing 
the Scriptures. 

Mr. Rein has been doing this kind of work 
for many years, since he himself left the public 
stage and concert-hall singing, and became 
a Congregational preacher. He is doubtless 
personally known and loved by more show 
people than any other living minister, since 
he has been visiting shows and showmen 
since 1898. It was in 1913 that Mr. Rein, 
who had made a personal friend of Colonel 
Cody, better known as Buffalo Bill, was ac- 
tively instrumental in leading the famous 
Indian scout to Christ. Long before that, 
Buffalo Bill had applied the name to him 
which has stuck to him ever since, “‘The 
Showman’s Friend.”’ 

Robert Rein has been with the show people 
in almost every kind of a situation. He has 
preached the gospel to them in season and 
out of season. He has distributed portions 
of the Bible in almost every language, as 
these great circuses carry people of many 
nationalities. He has officiated for them at 
the marriage ceremony and the funeral. Only 
recently when one of the showmen died, they 
turned to Mr. Rein to conduct the service. 
Accordingly, through the chill and rain, he 
made his way over to New York, and down 
in a little East Side funeral parlor, before a 
group of friends of the departed, he preached

a modest but most beautiful sermon, which 
touched the hearts of the listeners, who had 
tears in their eyes, as he spoke on the subject 
“What is your life?’ And as he read a few 
fitting passages from the Bible and in the 
name of the American Bible Society placed 
the little book upon the breast of the 
departed friend, the quiet audience felt that 
it was good for the showmen to have such 
a friend. 

So this man, working not in the ordinary 
way, but in his own way, is spreading the 
Word and teaching ‘‘all nations.” If one 
could have a panoramic glimpse to-day 
of the hundreds of kinds of people and 
tongues and customs and methods, which 
are being used by the Lord at this 
moment all over the world, through the 
agency of the American Bible Society, 
for getting the Book to the people, he 
would be impelled to say that truly “God 
moves in a mysterious way, his wonders to 
perform.” 

On April 21st of this year, Mr. Rein met 
an appointment with Mr. John Ringling,

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The Auto 
Bible Coach 
in the 
Argentine

HE Auto Bible Coach of the Brethren 

was dedicated on Easter Sunday, 1920. 
It was built at a cost of about $2,000, and is 
a model of compactness and convenience. An 
ordinary Ford truck frame was used and the 
top built to suit the work. The back of the 
front seat folds down and a front piece comes 
up, forming a bed which can be prepared in a 
moment. Below is the space for books and 
tracts, while above on one side is the ward- 
robe and on the other the kitchen outfit. 
The wardrobe doors open revealing a side 
seat. A blue-flame kerosene stove serves 
splendidly for the cooking. At the rear a 
narrow tier of shelves and drawers make 
room for toilet articles, etc. 

Over the side steps on the outside there 
are cylindrical tanks for water, gasoline, car- 
buro, and tools. The carburo makes a satis- 
factory light for the interior of the coach or 
for a meeting around the coach. The side 
windows are reversible, and one side is a 
blackboard, which bears the notices on each 
side of the coach. The front windows are 
removable. When they are on, the coach is 
entirely closed and can be locked up and left 
like a house. The center is high, to permit 
standing upright, and windows at each side 
of the high part give light and ventilation. 
Three or four persons can live comfortably 
in the coach; but there is a small tent, which 
can be taken along when necessary. The 
coach has proven its ability to go over all 
kinds of bad roads where an ordinary auto 
can go, and has carried as many as twenty- 
five people through mud and rain. 

It has proven to be a most effective means 
of spreading the gospel, for everywhere it goes 
a crowd gathers about to see it: and there is 
a constant opportunity to sell Bibles, give 
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out tracts and teach the gospel. It is our 
policy to confine our work to our district, and 
on account of the high price of gasoline to re- 
main in a town until it is thoroughly can- 
vassed before going to another. When a 
town is entered, if there are people already 
interested in the gospel, they soon make 
themselves known and thus form a group 
or center for further work. A record is kept 
of all persons interested in each town, so 
that the work can be followed up in subse- 
quent visits. 

This method of evangelization has several 
advantages over ordinary colportage work: 
First, it allows several colporteurs to work 
together, thus encouraging one another. 
Second, it allows them to remain in a place 
as long as they wish with little expense, and 
to continue their work whether the weather 
is favorable or not. Third, it enables the 
colporteurs to follow up their selling by teach- 
ing—which is a very important matter. 
Fourth, it makes it possible to have public 
meetings—which are also important. Fifth, 
it makes it possible to carry a larger variety 
of Bibles, tracts, and other books suitable 
for propaganda. Sixth, it enables the workers 
to reach the small villages and country — 
places which the colporteur cannot ordinarily 
reach on account of the difficulty and ex- 
pense. Seventh, the coach attracts the at- 
tention of those who are interested in the 
work, and brings gifts and offerings, which 
go a long way toward making the work self- | 
supporting. 

After a year of experience with the coach, 
we believe in this method of evangelizing 
more firmly than ever, and would like to — 
see such a coach in every district of the 
country. 
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In Asia’s Fields

At the March meeting of the Board of Managers, Dr. Chamberlain, Foreign Secretary of the 
Reformed Church, spoke of the service rendered to the missionary cause by Buble Societies in the 


mission fields of Asia, which he had recently visited. 


At our request Dr. Chamberlain has 


furnished notes of these remarks, which we are glad to share with the readers of the ‘‘Record.”’ 


URING arecent visit to the mission fields 
of Asia I came into close touch again 
with the missionaries and their work in Japan, 
‘Korea, China, and India; and once more 
{ realized the vital and fundamental part 
which the Bible Society is taking in the es- 
tablishment of the kingdom of God and of 
the church of Jesus Christ in these great 
issionary lands of Asia. The most striking 
illustration, however, of the absolutely fun- 
damental character of the co-operation of the 
Bible Society in missionary work I found in 
the Persian Gulf, along whose western shores 
re the lonely and widely separated stations 
of the Arabian Mission. To the work of 
these stations the American Bible Society has 
for many years made annual generous appro- 
priations. Missionary work in Arabia is 
‘unique; it is not open to the missionaries in 
‘Arabia and Mesopotamia to carry on their 
Christian propaganda in the many ways that 
are possible to the missionaries in the non- 
Moslem countries. There are many condi- 
tions of danger and of peril in missionary 
work among the stern Arabs of the coast 
towns and among the fierce Bedouins of the

desert. Open proclamation of the Truth in 
the streets is not permitted. Ifit isattempted, 
it is accompanied with serious danger and 
positive hindrance; nor do the Arabs come 
in any numbers to the chapels connected 
with these stations. In each one of the 
stations, however, there is in the heart of 
the bazaar a Bible shop, generously supplied 
with Bibles and portions in the languages 
of the people. These shops are attended 
throughout the day with colporteurs, and fre- 
quently visited by missionaries who engage 
the Arabs, who wander into these shops, in 
conversation, which is always guided into 
religious channels. In this way the truth of 
the Bible is brought into striking comparison 
with the teaching of the Koran, and the be- 
ginnings of the slowly developing Christian 
church in this land are made possible. 

In Maskat, the station furthest south, 
there is such a Bible shop, which is owned 
by the Mission and absolutely controlled by 
it. In Bahrein, further north, there is a still 
older Bible shop, whose influences have gone 
far out into the desert through the many 
Arabs of the city and from the interior who 
have sat about the table upon which the 
Bible and Scripture portions are placed, and 
discussed religious questions with our mis- 
sionaries. In Kuweit this also is true. The 
station of Busrah, in lower Mesopotamia, has 
been the center for a very wide distribution 
of the Bible throughout Mesopotamia. The 
rapid changes brought about by the military 
occupation of that country have made the 
securing of a suitable Bible shop very diffi- 
cult; but even here, in two small rooms in 
the very heart of the busy bazaar, 1 found 
translations of the Bible in thirteen languages 
suited to the many people who walk and 
trade in the streets of this busy city. During 
the days that I was in Busrah, the two col- 
porteurs were busy distributing Scripture by 
sale both among the soldiers from India and 
the laborers in the date gardens. This was 
the very center of the Christian propaganda 
of this large mission station. 

Not only in the supply of the Scriptures is 
the missionary work dependent upon the Bible 
Societies, but for the still more important work 
of the translation into the many languages 
of the peoples of these Asiatic countries.

GRATEFUL letters are coming from soldiers 
blinded in the war, for the Scriptures supplied 
them in accordance with our previous an- 
nouncement. We present a letter telling how 
blindness came upon the writer and revealing 
the fine spirit of the man. One can readily 
believe that this letter is typical of the men 
who thus suffered for our country. 


It is a great pleasure to receive one of your Bibles, 
and I am now on the job in reading some of this 
book; but this winter I will have more time to read 
it through and through. : 

I was wounded on the night of August 9, 1918, on 
the battlefields of France while in action on the Artois 
front, which we was placed at that time with the 
British soldiers to help them out on that defensive 
sector. While I and the rest of the company was 
on the front and not only our company was up there, 
it was some hundreds and hundreds of more with us 
but it happened to be that I and my first Lieut. 
Hubbard who lived in Virginia was hit the same 
time by a high explosive sheel, which the friend is 
laid to rest in the cemetary of France at one of the 
hospitals who died from his wounds, but it looks like 
that it was not going to turn out like it did, as they 
thought in the hospital that I was going to die and 
he live—it turned out opposite. 

My Lieut. was hit about the body and about the 
neck and later he died tho they thought in the 
hospital that I was going to die and he live. It hit 
me in the bridge of the nose causing to destroy both 
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eyes at once, taking my sight away forever, and also 
on the top of the head and back of the head. But 
now I am enjoying the best of health and feeling fine, 
but I am waring the scars of war and also two new 
glass eyes instead of the ones that I went over with; 
but look how narrow escape that I had not to be 
killed outright. They said that they let me lie on 
the field for some time before taking me thinking 
that I was dead, so it was some chance to get out 
alive after all. 

I was handled after leaving this front and sent 
back to the first aid station to be dressed. I was left 
knocked unconscious before anyone looking after me 
and did not wake up until I was placed in a hospital 
in Boulone, France, after two days of being wounded, 
and then was sent through the danger again of being 
sunk in the English channel and from an American 
hospital in England to the hospital on this side the 
hospital at Cape May, N.J. to the Blind School in 
Baltimore, Maryland. And from there was sent 
home to my people never see again. But now the 
things of my life have been in darkness so long and 
not so long either have come custom to my affliction 
and to know that I will never see again. Some 
people ask, me and glory to see how cheerful I am, 
but I tell them that we have to be strong and hold 
up and look at the right side of life. 

Thanking you again for the book.

This last sentence from her prayer this afternoon. 

If you can give her a large print copy of John, or 
of the whole Bible, you will help to bring light to a 
troubled soul. I am so anxious to get ‘Let not your 
heart be troubled” in large print for her. It seems 
she knew it was somewhere in the Bible, but her 
husband, who can read, couldn’t find it.

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TO AND FOR THE BLIND 


URTHER special service for the blind 
was authorized by the Board of Man- 
agers at its last meeting. 
At Half 
The whole Bible in the least expensive 
system is $25, and in the most expensive 
system, $72. One special service now 
undertaken is to sell these Scriptures to 
or for individuals at half cost. In addi- 
tion it will continue to make grants to 
those not able to meet even this reduced 
price. To institutions, societies, and the 
trade, the embossed Scriptures will still 
be supplied at cost.

Free Loans 

The second service newly authorized is 
the placing of the Bible in some embossed 
system in public libraries which serve the 
blind, for their use in making free loans 
to the blind. The whole Bible in em- 
bossed characters requires from 4 to 10 
feet of shelf room. Often the blind have 


not room to keep the whole Bible, even were 
one donated. Postal laws provide for free 
transportation of embossed books loaned 
by public libraries. Therefore the plan to 
make Bibles available for loans throughout 
the country may prove a great boon. 


A Correction 

Several correspondents have written in 
trepidation because of a rumor that the 
Society is ceasing to publish the Scrip- 
tures in some of the embossed systems 
hitherto used. This is a mistake. The 
Society has no thought of discontinuing 
the printing of Scriptures in Line Letter, 
New York Point, New York Point Bi- 
page, and the American Braille, so long as 
there is real call for Scriptures in any of 
these systems. It has already produced 
the Gospels and the Psalms in the Revised 
Braille Grade 114, the newest system, and 
will eventually provide the whole Bible 
in it. It also imports the whole Bible in 
English Braille and Moon’s Systems. 
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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 
HE first stated meeting of the Board 
of Managers, in its one hundred and 
sixth year, was held at the Bible House on 
Thursday, May 5, 1921, at 3:30 o'clock. 
President Cutting in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by 
Rey. George B. Cameron. 

The minutes of the twelfth stated meeting 
of the Board were presented and approved, 
as were those of the standing committees. 

The report of the Board for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1920, as approved by the 
Committee on Anniversaries, was presented 
and on motion received and read by title 
with explanatory remarks by Secretary Cham- 
berlain. On motion the report was adopted 
for presentation to the Annual Meeting. 

The Board being informed of the serious 
necessity for relief from heavy official duties 
on the part of Dr. John R. Hykes, Agency 
Secretary in China, whose furlough is also due, 

Resolved, That a suitable expression of ap- 
preciation of the ability, efficiency, and con- 
secration of Dr. John R. Hykes, Agency 
Secretary in China, in his work in the leader- 
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ship of a great missionary program in China, 
through this wonderful quarter of a century 
of development and reconstruction in that 
land, be prepared and sent to him and in- 
scribed upon the records of the Society. 


On the recommendation of the Foreign 
Agencies Committee, provision was made to 
relieve Dr. Hykes of all responsibility as 
Agency Secretary from July 1, 1921, and to 
continue him as Consulting Agency Secre- 
tary until October 20, 1923, when he will 
have served fifty years in China. The Board 
further gave authority to Rev. W. M. Came- 
ron to transact all business of the Society in 
China, including the handling of its funds, 
until a successor to Dr. Hykes shall be chosen, 
or other arrangements are made. 


The General Secretaries reported that the 
Rev. Bishop Edgar Blake, of Paris, had been 
invited to present the cause of the Society 
at the celebration, on the 24th of April, 1921, 
of the Semi-centennial of the Bible Society 
of France, and the following cable had been 
sent to Dr. Bertrand, its director: 


“Gave Viviani Bible yesterday in mem- 
ory of Lafayette, a Life Director of our 
Society. Our Board of Managers sends 
its rejoicings on your Semi-centennial 
and its pleasure in co-operation with you 
in the circulation of the holy Scriptures. 
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May your celebrations be memorable. 
We have requested Bishop Blake to pre- 
sent our greetings.” 

The Board gave special attention to the 
subject of the supply of Scriptures to the 
blind, on presentation of the matter by the 
Committee of General Reference, and took 
action looking to nation-wide and increased 
service to those so handicapped. 

The Secretaries reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of April, 1921: 

To Brazil, 1,916 volumes, valued at 
$1,188.97; to Caribbean, 9,150 volumes, 
valued at $300.99; to Japan, 3,089 volumes, 
valued at $1,781.50; to Mexico, 486 volumes, 
valued at $311.90; to the Philippines, 3,040 
volumes, valued at $97.01; to Siam, 257 
volumes, valued at $38.28; to the West 
Indies, 9,842 volumes, valued at $1,097.27. 

Issues from the Bible House during April, 
1921, were 200,172 volumes. 

The meeting was adjourned.

A House of Blessing 


EDICATED to the printing of the Holy Scriptures “without 
iD note or comment”’ and to their circulation to the ends of the 

earth, the Bible House has been, for nearly three score and 
ten years, a House of Blessing to the world. 


From it have gone over a hundred million of the one hundred and 
forty million Scriptures in one hundred and fifty languages and 
dialects that have gone forth, a river of blessing to the nations, during 
the 105 years of the Society’s life. 


During recent years, counting an average of eight hours worked 
each day, and omitting Sundays and holidays, the output of the 
Society has been an average of 16 books printed and bound every 
minute of every working day of the year. Many of these books 
were large volumes in embossed type for the pend, and handsome 
editions for pulpit and private use. 


The American Bible Society distributes the Bible not only in the 
languages in which it prints it, but its workers are furnished with 
any one of the translations which may be needed. Up to 1919, 
the Word of God had been printed throughout the world in 713 
languages and dialects. During the past decade, some complete 
Book of the Bible has appeared in a new language on an average of 
one every six weeks—the British and Foreign Bible Society and 
the American Bible Society being the chief producers.
